U.  S.  Export  Sales  Highlights 

This  summary  Is  based  on  reports  from  exporters  for  the  period  Jan.  29  -  Feb.  4,  1982. 

Wheat:  Sustained  buyer  interest  resulted  in  an  increase  in  sales  of  806,800  metric  tons 
(MT).  The  major  buyers  were  Brazil  (215,000  MT  of  hard  red  winter),  Egypt  (103,300  MT 
of  white)  and  Japan  (91,500  MT).  Export  volume  of  1,303,000  MT  nearly  exceeded  the 
previous  weekly  record  of  1,317,800  MT  recorded  the  week  ending  September  24.  The 
primary  destinations  were  the  USSR  (366,300  MT),  Egypt  (220,200  MT),  and  China  (167,900 
MT). 


Corn:  Reduced  buyer  interest  produced  a  net  increase  in  sales  of  866,400  MT,  which  was 
16  percent  below  a  week  earlier.  Increases  of  over  100,000  MT  were  recorded  to  Japan 
(150,400  MT),  Taiwan  (139,100  MT),  Spain  (120,200  MT),  and  Portugal  (106,600  MT). 
Exports,  totaling  963,200  MT,  continued  strong  with  major  recipients  being  Spain 
(237,200  MT),  the  USSR  (140,200  MT),  and  Greece  (82,800  MT). 

Sorghum:  The  net  increase  in  sales,  at  38,300  MT,  fell  to  the  lowest  level  for  the 
marketing  year  (MY).  Significant  increases  of  40,000  MT  to  Portugal  and  22,000  MT  to 
Japan  were  partially  offset  by  negative  activity  of  25,000  MT  for  unknown  destinations. 
Exports,  at  99,600  MT,  went  mainly  to  Spain  (62,900  MT)  and  Israel  (29,900  MT). 

Barley:  Steady  buyer  interest  produced  a  net  increase  in  sales  of  77,000  MT.  Major 
additional  sales  activity  was  to  Taiwan  (52,800  MT),  Belgium  (50,000  MT),  Singapore 
(25,000  MT),  and  an  initial  purchase  of  16,000  MT  for  Colombia.  Partially  offsetting 
these  increases  were  reductions  for  the  Netherlands  (16,300  MT)  and  Algeria  (17,600 
MT).  Exports  of  75,900  MT  went  to  Taiwan  (50,800  MT)  and  Singapore  (25,000  MT). 

Rice:  Sales  activity,  at  22,700  MT,  was  slow.  Major  increases  were  to  Saudi  Arabia 
(10,400  MT),  Liberia  (4,200  MT),  Canada  (3,200  MT),  and  Nigeria  (3,000  MT).  Exports,  at 
91,100  MT,  were  the  second  highest  for  the  MY  and  went  primarily  to  Iraq  (35,500  MT), 
Iran  (14,300  MT),  the  Ivory  Coast  (13,700  MT),  and  Italy  (9,400  MT). 

Soybeans:  The  net  increase  in  sales,  at  310,300  MT,  although  up  49,400  MT  from  last 
week,  was  31  percent  below  the  4-week  average.  The  major  buyers  were  the  Netherlands 
(104,100  MT),  Japan  (62,800  MT),  and  Vlest  Germany  (41  ,200  MT).  Exports  of  440,800  MT 
were  slightly  below  last  week's  total  and  12  percent  below  the  4-week  average.  The 
principal  destinations  were  the  Netherlands  (172,500  MT)  and  Japan  (63,000  MT).  Exports 
to  Brazil  were  23,500  MT. 

Soybean  Cake  and  Meal :  Sales  activity  increased  to  147,300  MT— almost  double  last 
week's  level,  but  equal  to  the  4-week  average.  The  principal  increase  was  recorded  by 
the  Netherlands  (62,700  MT),  followed  by  Italy  (27,500  MT),  and  Indonesia  (20,000  MT). 
Exports  of  97,500  MT  were  up  slightly  from  last  week  but  27  percent  below  the  4-week 
average  and  went  primarily  to  the  Netherlands  (36,300  MT),  Romania  (27,500  MT),  and 
Italy  (13,900  MT). 

Soybean  Oil:  The  net  increase  in  sales  was  10,700  MT,  30  percent  below  last  week. 
Principal  buyers  were  Morocco  (5,700  MT)  and  Pakistan  (4,500  MT).  Exports  were  the 
second  largest  for  this  marketing  year  at  34,500  MT  with  major  shipments  to  the 
Dominican  Republic  (10,200  MT),  Pakistan  (9,900  MT),  and  Morocco  (5,700  MT). 

Cottonseed  Oil :  Sales  increases  of  20,700  MT  were  the  result  of  purchases  by  Egypt. 
Exports  of  23,600  MT  went  mainly  to  Egypt  (22,700  MT). 

Cotton:  Sales  volume— at  69,300  running  bales  (RB)--continued  to  fall  for  the  third 
consecutive  week  and  was  28  percent  below  last  week's  level.  The  major  buyers  were 
South  Korea  (17,100  RB),  Canada  (15,000  RB),  Japan  (13,700  RB),  and  Taiwan  (13,200  RB). 
Exports,  at  167,900  RB,  were  down  by  9  percent  from  the  previous  week.  Asian 
destinations  accounted  for  83  percent  of  the  week's  exports  and  European  destinations  14 
percent. 

Hides  and  Skins:  An  active  market  resulted  in  the  year's  largest  net  increase  in  sales 
of  541 ,900  pieces,  with  whole  cattle  hides  accounting  for  470,100  pieces.  Major  buyers 
of  whole  cattle  hides  were  Japan  (150,700  pieces)  and  South  Korea  (116,500  pieces). 
Exports  were  down  from  last  week's  MY  high,  at  509,600  pieces,  of  which  whole  cattle 
hides  were  475,700  pieces.  The  largest  exports  of  whole  cattle  hides  were  to  Japan 
(123,500  pieces),  Romania  (121,700  pieces),  and  South  Korea  (65,300  pieces).
